Make a Cleaner Earth,

My Little Pony’s Earth Ponies have a special kind of magic. They use their 
powers to grow yummy fruits and vegetables in the community garden. 


Taking care of our planet is important. While we might not have Earth Pony magic, 
we can find other ways to take care of the planet, like composting! 


Composting helps us produce less trash. It takes leftovers like fallen leaves, sticks, 
fruit and vegetable peels, and eggshells, and mixes them in soil, giving it more nutrients 
to help plants grow stronger - kind of like Earth Pony magic!
